ers and the withdrawal of patronage 
from those who are known to favor 
prohibition or to contribute toward the 
movement.

tor of a Protestant Episcopal churc'i 
at Maltituck, L. I., in his addr ess to 
the liquor dealers, told them tLat the 
growth of prohibition presented a seri- 
ous situation. He said he had hoped 
• nat the movement had spent its fores. 
I to said that the best way to get rid 
c" prohobition was to get rid of in- 
temperance first. Tiie solution of the- 
problem, he said, would come through 
the removal of the evils of intemper- 
ance.
